DEATH OF HORA'IIO 
SEYMOUR. 


The Hon. Horatio Seymour died a 


Utioa, New Xork, at ten o'clock Friday 
night. His health had beeu impaired 
somewhat for several years by loss 
appetite, indigestion aud nervous proa 
tration, but his condition was not though 
to be critical until within two days of hi 
death, as he had had severer attacks tha: 
tho late- one, frum which he reoovore> 
rapidly; but when a raau reaches the age 
of ^evenly six with his nervous system 
shattered, ho can have but little hope in 
conquering such a diBiuee as terminated 
the life ot tx Governor Spymonr. 
vanoos. 


Mr. Seymour bud b?en for many yeara 


one ol the conspicuous political oharoo. 
tera in this covmtry. He entered the law 
when quite n young man, and was a suo. 
cessful practioner for a whi'e, but tbo 
death of his father and father-in-law left, 
him a large fortune, and he soon aban- 
doned \be law and give muoh oJ bin 
time to tho care of the large estates

which fell to his charge. 
He'early at- 


tached himself to the democratic party 
and took considerable interest in pohtics) 
He vrosfivo iimos nominated for gover-. 
nor of New York, and was elected twice— 
m 1852 and 18G2,

DEATH GATHERS THEM IN. 


HORATIO SEYMOUR FOLLOWS THE 


"OLD, OLD FASHION." 


And Another Prominent J'icure lu tin- 


Country's History Has Pushed to lilt' 
Sllout ?Ij\JurItj~HU Demise ilusrunoil 
by Negloct uT Time's Admonition. 


UTIC.V, N. Y., Fob. ]3.—Ei-Govcrncr 


Seymour died ut just 10 o'clock Friday 
night at tho residence of his sister, Mrs. 
Roscoe Conkling. He began to fail per- 
ceptibly at 4 o'clock in tho afternoon. 
Shortly afterward, owing to stimulants, he 
rallied a little, hut soon rolapsod into total 
unconsciousness. 


During his illnoss he hns hud little it any 


physical suffering, and Friday wan wholly 
without pain. Sirs. Soymour, who is very 
ill, sat with him during tbo afternoon. 
Most of tho time tbo governor vostoil puiicu- 
fully, and his condition could only Ijo dis- 
tinguished from natural sleep by tho usbun 
pallor and tho labored breathing. 
At S::;0 


o'clock ho was sinking rapidly; bis pulse 
could scarcely bo counted and tho respira- 
tion was more a7id tnoro difficult 
Hu died 


without a struggle, and as peacefully ns ouo 
fulling asleep. 


Thu immediate cause of his death -was 


cerebral otVusion, tho usual process of doatli 
in old ago. Those present -when ho passed 
away* \vci-e Mrs. Soymour and hor sister, 
Mrs. NuUon, of Xow Brunswick, N. J,; thu 
governor's bi-otlior, John V. Seymour, oC 
Utica; his sisters, Mrs. Lincklaon and Mrs.

It 'is stated that tho complication ot 


physical ailments which has finally resulted 
in Mr. Seymour's doath originated with his 
being suMstriick while nt work on Hie roads 
of his r.wn as natbmaster, which o.'lico, ho 
was used to suy, was the only one lit bad 
uvur askod for. 
Mr. Seymour suffered from 


vortigo ul'turtheiiunstrokuand novor entirely 
ivgained his former strength. Ho disliked to 
admit infirmity, and when pressed to labor 
on L-ohalt o£ Mr. Tilden ho did so beyond 
his strength and seriously weakened his sys- 
tem. Hii canvass for

assembly as a Democrat, was ru-olcctcd

sjmptome. He became a very sick mao? 
although his condition was not consid- 
ered hopeless. No one suspected that 
death was so near to him; nnd at five 
o'clock this'morning ho felt ot his otva 
pulse. b.e seemed perfectly rational at 
that ticuo and deliberately oslced 
the

to what would bo the 


reBult of his sickness. He continued-in 
an unchanged condition for about an 
hour and a quarter, whtn suddenly he 
began to sink, and beftre his physician 
could be summoned he passed away, 
expiring at half past six o'clock.

Hia stock was of tbe old fashioned, pio- 
neer sort, not very extensive in si/ia, aud 
consisted of a little of everything, in- 
cluding clothing, dry goodf, boots and 
shoes, groceries, hardware, end in fact 
everything demanded by tho early pot- 
tlcrs. At thut time there were bnt few 
business houeoy, all of them small, and 
we believe not one of the Urms engaged 
in the dry goods and clothing then, is 
doing business here now. He waa the 
first merchant in JanesviJIe to engage 
iu the- manufacture of clothing, which bo 
began as early ns 1840. 
In 1SG1 he 


formed a copartnership in tho dry goods 
basmose «vitb Mr. J, M. Uostwick, and 
the firm under the name of Smith & 
Bostwick continued most successfully 
for nearly twenty-three years, whon it 
was dissolved by mutual consent. In 1872 
Mr. Smith built the imposing brick 
block on the northeast corner of North 
Main street, whore for twelve years he 
and his son Frank were engaged in the 
clothing business. ' Two years ago he 
felt it his duty to retire from active bus- 
inesp, and spend tho remainder ot his life 
in comparative rest, and therefore sold 
his dry goods and clothing stocks, and 
retired. 


Mr. Smith's distinguished success as a 


bnainess man, wua attributed to his strict 
adherence to the highest morals in til1 


his dealings. 
He had business tact, en- 


ergy, good judgment, ambitioa.aud with 
these was his constant and well-tried 
intugrity. In all things he was a manly 
man—public epint&d, honorable, gene- 
rous, energetic in all undertakings, and 
faithful to every trust reposed in him. It 
is pleasant to write thus of one of our 
oldest settlers who had been so conspic- 
uous in all the business enterprises ot 
the city, and whose probity no chancea 
or changes in the affairs o{ men or the 
ups and downs ot trado, could shake. 
Morris 0. tjmith lived a useful life, aud 
his death wil, ba deeply mourned by the 
entire community,

was married in 1848, died Apnl 2Gth, 
1831, and still remaining of the family 
are four children—Frank L.
